his Great Power,and Reigned,havingibegun wonderfully to ſubdue his * 


enemies under his feet at the deſtruction of Antichriſt : And this is 
the drift of our Saviours argument , againſt the Sadaces, as Mir. 
Aede makes evident on Mar. 22. Mark 12. that God was the God 
of Abrabem, Iſaac and 7acob : thefore they ſhall Jive again to inhe- 
rit the Premiſe of the Covenant to poſſeſs the Land of Canaan: I do 
but here briefly hint a few things out of multitudes to the like purpoſe :

And here from the whole Book of Revelation, I may offer this one 
thing obſervable, namely, That all ſorts of faithful Chriſtians in their ſe- 
veral Ages and Conditions, have their ſpecial encouragement held out 
in ſomething referring to the New Jeruſalem on Earth, though many 
overlook them, or at leaſt they have not been revealed to them; for men 
in this caſe are hike Hagar, till God opened her eyes ina ſpecial man- 
ner, the ſaw not the Well of Water before her; ſo no ſort ſeem to diſ- 
cern theſe things, till in ſome remarkable way they be made manifeſt to 
them. | 


Firſt, The ſeven Churches of Af in the firſt Viſion have each their Pe 4 


Promiſes made, in reference to the State of the New 7eruſalew upon 
Earth, 

Secondly, The Repreſentatives of the whole true Church, viz. the 
four Beaſts, and four and twenty Elders, Rev. 5.10, in particular praj 
for, and rejoyce in, their reign upon Earth, to come, which bygaith they 
ſee aforchand 3 and more eſpecially that ſeems to be the encourage» 
ment to the Sufferers under the five firſt Seals; and (as was ſaid) ſeemed 
ſo to be applyed by them. 

Afterwards, the ſcaled ones in the Eaſt, chap.7. under the Wo. Trum- 
Rets, as Rev. 9. 4. they have the New Feruſalew habit upon them, as 
they ſhall be there happy, and celebrate Gods praiſe ; and ſo do the in- 
numerable company of the Nations after themgghap. 7. as is evident in 
the laſt part of that Chapter. | 

Again, The four Angels are ſtayed from their blowing the four firſt 
Trumpets, which fell for the moſt part upon the Weſtern Empire, until 
the Angel, chap..$. 3,4,5- (probably the Angel of the Covenant )) had. 
made inpeceſion for the faithful Chriſtians under thoſe four firſt Trums 
pets, with much Incenſe, with the Prayers of the Saints there abidin 
that they might be accepted, who was their ſpiritual Prieſt toi 
for them, and their King to proteQt them ſpiritually, 
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Again, Chap, 11.\the two Witneſſes prophecying in” Sackeloth 1269 
days, have as a genera} Conſolation to the Church, alt that time fore- 
ſhewed to them that they ſhall riſe again, and aſcend into Heaven at the 
end of the days; and foon after have the ſtate of the Kingdom of Chriſt 
ea Earth, forefhewed unto them in the end of the ſame Chapter, 

So likewiſe the other 1 44000 Lamb-follower: in the Weſtern Empire, 
are ſet forth to be with the Lamb in Mount Sion, and have this Chara- 
Ger of the New Feruſalem upon them, 7 het they bave bis Fathers Name 
written npon their Foreheads, Chap. 14. 1. 

Again, Thoſe that (hould be Sufferers under Antichriſt, towards his 
fall, they ſing the Song of Moſes, coming out of their Wikdernefs-con- 
dirion, and praiſe G od for his Judgments upon their Perſecutors, and 
have theemrance of Chriſts Kingdom upon Earth, fet before them for 
their comfort, Chap.1

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Fifthly,, By ſeducing men of fatter times , fince the Light of Truth

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began more than of a long fime before to break forth , to ſeek diſor- 
derly to ſet up Chriſt's Kingdom , which wilt be God's own work in 
his own time, to anticipate the ſame, and that by aGting againſt the D&- 
vine Precepts that Chriſt came to eſtabliſh in caſting off due obedience 
unto Magiſtrates, and endeavours to ſuppreſs the Miniſtry , thereby to 
fcandalize the Dotrine of Chriſt's Kingdom on Earth. 
Sixthly, More lately by ſuch as this Author names in 

Gr. & Ha. the end of his Book, concerning whom he declares much 

in a few lines, who would make the Revelation an Hiſtory 
of things paſt, rather than a Propheſic of things ſo long to come ; ſo 
that the Pope ſhould not be Antichriſt in his forry two moneths , much 
leſs Chriſt have a thouſand years Reign on Earth afterwards, 

And laſtly, The ſeventh Vial that Satan hath to pour on Chriſt's King- 
dom, ſeems not unfitly to be conceived, to be by diſplacing the Vials, 
Chap. 16. from their own time unto Chriſt's Reign, whereunto they are 
not competible , whereof the ſubject matter will be then taken awa 4 
or making a groundleſs great Chaſm of above a thouſand years Aifſe: 
rence, from the ſixth to the ſeventh , when Satan is to be caſt into- the 
Fiery Lake, which is a buſineſs of a much differing nature many ways 
fromall the Vials, as well as in time, &c. And thus of Satans ſeeming 
ſeven Vials on Chriſt's Kingdom ; but the glorious appearance of 
Chriſt will ſhortly aboliſh all appearance of truth in them , and ſo all 
Satans Vials upon Chriſt's Kingdom will be utterly ended, and yet 
will not that Kingdom be thereby in the leaſt degree impaired. 

Laſtly, Whereas the ſaid Learned Author interpreteth the New Je- 
ruſulem to be the Caurch- Triumphant, beſides the many conſiderable rea- 
- ſons to the contrary, in the Letter of Novemb. 3. 1664. he might have 
obſerved that the Lamb's Wife was ſpoken of before, Chap. 19. 7. by 
which he there underſtands the coming in of the Jewsto the Catholick 
Church, (I conceive rightly) and that the beloved City, Cap.

2. ſpo- 
ken of Chap 20. as being before the Battel of Gog and Aagog, when the 
Devil ſtirred vp the Hypocrites of thoſe times, which had been long 
held under by good Government , then t#attempt to beliege thatbe- 
loved City , though co his and their utter ruine, that ſo they-might"re- 
ceive that-portion of hypocrites, as the Antichriſtian Scoffers had theirs 
before, when both ſorts ſhoukd meet with their Leaders, the Pope, and 
-the Devil, inthe Lake of Fire and C94p- 21, being but a further de. 
cyphering of the ſame City, ſhouli therefore be expounded accordirig- 
ly of that City that was in the thouſand years ; it being the obſerveable 
Merhod of the Holy Ghoſt in that-Book , after ſome more obſcure ex- 
' preſſions.of things more generally,afterwards to give more full and par- 
Fa ticular. 
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ticular Explications of the fame, as-in the ſeventeenth Chapter; am 
Explicstion of Babylon and therBeaft, &rc. and what was ſaid of the 
rvine of Babylon, - explained hy the Vials, Chap.15,end 16. and 
further, of the laft Vials, Chap. 18, 19, and part of 20. and ſo ſome- 
things in the 19, «nd 20, further explained, Chap. 21, and 22. belides' 
many things belonging to the New 7eruſalem, are' incompetible to the 
ate of the Church Triumphant in Heaven; ſee the forementioned Let- 
ter, Novemb.3.1663. And for the firſt ReſurreCtion, it may appear not 
wo be of the Spiritual Reſurrection of the Soul from fin, both from the 
drift of the Holy Ghoſt, further, to open the Myftery.of the Reſurre- 
Qtion , which St. Paxl had in ſome reſpect ſhewed before, 1 Cor. 15. 
And the DoQtine thereof hath been gradually ſet down in the Scrip- 
tures; and this, Chap. 20. giveth light thereunto above all others, both- 
as to the ReſurreQion of the Juſt and Wicked, which are oppoſed one 
to another, as firſt and ſecond, and their diftin&t times ſet out ; for as 
Chap. 11.'18. Whew the Kingdoms of the World ſhall be Chriſts, then be 

wes reward unto bis Servants the Prophets, and to bis Saints, and to all 
that fear bis Name, both ſmall and great ;, ſuch as not only ſuffered for 
him, (who are ſaid, Chap. 20. to be bebeaded for bin, &c:) but ſuch as 
have done his Will on Earth, ſhall have ſuch reward from him in Earth, 
262 Tim.2.12.. And for ſuch Souls [ thatis, Perfons, in Scripturelan- 
guage] tolive again, what ſenſe in Reaſon or Religion can fitly be ap-- 
plied to ſuch ſufferers, or others, but ſuch firſt RefurreQtion?-I know 
many learned men have tired their parts to find ſhifts to avoid this, but 
have been more ſolidly and ſubſtantially anſwered , / ( beſides many 0- 
thers)by Mr, Mede, and Dr Homes, inhis Anſwer to Pareus,4Dr. Pre. 
deanx,and others, in one part of the Dawning of, the Day- Star: Read 
them ſeriouſly, &&c. 

Mr. Mede, conceives that Refurrettio 7uſtorum , will be in aCting all 
or moſt of the thouſand years, every one in their own-order ; and the 
Ancients conceived there will be (mera) delay in reſpect of ſome, &e. 
but that the livifig again of ſuch as were ſo beheaded,. tobe meant of 
the Spiritual Reſurrection, is far from the ſcope of the Text, beſides all 
other conſiderations about it : ſee the Appendix in the Jrenicon, and 
the forenamed Authors, it is, «Zum agere, to ſay much of it, efc. 

And for the number of a thouſand years to be taken indefinitely, as it 
is contrary to the judgment of learned men on both ſides, for many con- 


fiderable Reaſons ; ſo ſomewhat this learned Author mentions himſelf, 
.namely ',.That that, that Thouſand Tears , ſo often ſpoken of'in reſpect 


of Saints and Satan, and with all the conſiderable circumſtances, What 
was done at the beginning of- them; with all the continuance, and what: 
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Thould be at the end of them, &c. might have ſwayed his judgment 
| Otherwiſe , if he had not becn prejudiced againſt the whole Doctrine 
thereof, and all that Concernsit : for thoſe Souls faid' to be Bebeaded, 
cannot kitly be ſaid tplive again, but in reſpe©t of that ſtate, namely, of 
their bodily4iving again, wherein they had died before ; for as the bpi- 
rits of juſt men, they lived ever ſince their departure from their Bodies; 
ſo that living again, denotes their living bodily , and living in a diffe- 
- reat manner than they had done before. Now the drift of all theſe 
* things, being for the comfort and edification of all God's People ,/ ine 
this great point of the Reſurrection of the Juſt , and being ſpecially 
uſeful againſt the evil times, going before the glorious appearing: of 
the great God, and our Saviour jeſus Chriſt, when Antichriſtian Tyran- 
ay (ſhould moſt rape in the World ; God, in- Mercy to his People, is 
pleaſed now again, to cauſe the light of cheſe precious Truths to break 
forth again, more than they have done in many Ages laſt paſt , when
